There’s still Frank Costello, the 
aging onetime prime minister of 
the underworld. Like Luciano, he 
emerged from 
prohibition as a 
man for the law to reckon w*ith. 
But Uncle Frank never wielded 
the naked power of Luciano, who 
long held title in the underworld 
as ’’The Boss” — and in capital 
letters. 
Luciano would never have been 
cast 
by „Hollywood as

gang 
leader. He w*as a bushy-browed 
man with gray hair. His cheeks 
were 
rather 
paunch, 
bis 
nose 
wide, he dressed well, favoring 
silk

shirts. 
He 
came out of prison once

He was born Salvatore Lucania 
in Sicily 64 years ago.

CLOSED SHOP UNIONS AGAIN 
STALL MISSILE PROGRAM? 


Quick action by the Kennedy Missile Sites Labor Com­ 
mission on September 18 halted another “monopoly” strike 
at one of the nation’s most important military installations. 
The Iron Workers Union and other unions engaged in stra­ 
tegic work at the Lowry Air Force Base missile site walked 
off the job on September 17 because a fence-building con­ 
tract had been awarded to a non-union company. The un­ 
ions involved went back to work within 24 hours after the 
Commission had called an emergency hearing. .However, 
determination of a solution to the basic problem was yet to 
be made by the Commission and the Government. 
The crippling strike, called as an effort to force compul­ 
sory unionism upon the contractors, the Government, and 
workers at the big ICBM base, was identical with the 2P> 
such strikes called by closed shop unions at Cane Canaveral 
which finally brought about the sensational McClelland Com­ 
mittee hearings. 
Julius Kuczma. executive secretary of the Missile Sites 
Labor Commission, said the strike apparently “crippled 
work at some Lowry missile sites.” He said the Air Force 
and Army Corps of Engineers consider themselves bound 
to accept lowest qualified bids on contracts, whether the low 
bidder is union or non-union. A* the Canaveral and Vanden- 
berg bases, such a policy was utterly destroyed bv the pow­ 
er of the monopoly closed shop unionists who controlled the 
jobs. 
The National Committee protested the Lowry strike to 
Mr. Kuczma’s organization and to Senator John L. McClel­ 
lan. Mr. Kuczma’s office said hearings were proceeding.

Freeman’s ‘Flop* 


There 
are 
the 
unmistakable 
sign«; of an incipient era for the 
head of Agriculture Secretary Or­ 
ville Freeman, and the chopping 
block across which political foes 
hope to stretch his neck is the al­ 
leged failure of his feed grain pro- 
•gram. 
If that program is a failure, per­ 
haps Mr. Freeman 
should be the 
first casualty of President Ken­ 
nedy’s cabinet. But the American 
way demands that he 
be given a 
fair trial before any political exe- 
cut on. On that basis, it might be 
well to look at the accusations, the 
facts and the accusers. 
Mr. Freeman is charged with 
pouring $768 million down the drain 
in the failure of his feed gram 
program. The public should wwant 
to know; was the program a fail­ 
ure. and was that money dump­ 
ed down 
the drain? 
First, it must be conceded that 
the program was not all 
it was 
hoped to be, not especially because 
of a failure in methods, but be­ 
cause of an exceptionally good 
growing year. But by passing that 
thought for the moment, look at 
the results: 
Federal officials say that Am­ 
erica’s grain carryover will be re­ 
duced by some 5 ^ million tons 
this year. If so, that 
will be the 
first grain surplus reduction in .the 
past nine years.So Mr. Freem an’s 
program, even if costly, was effec­ 
tive. 
As for the cost, what the critics 
don’t mention Is 
the savings ef­ 
fected by surplus 
reduction. Past 
federal grain storage costs 
have 
been revealed to run from 15 cents 
a bushel, each year, upwards — 
about $1 million a day. Then isn’t 
Mr. Freeman to receive any credit 
for substantial savings on a sharp 
reduction 
of 
carryover 
storage 
costs? Remember, too, that Uncle 
Sam is now moving stored grain 
into the m arket and selling it, thus 
recovering money tied up by stor­ 
age in previous years. Add the 
receipts from these sales and the 
savings resulting from decreased 
grain storage, then ask yourselves 
what Mr. Freem an’s program has 
really cost. Very little, we’re sure. 
Before being too critical, remem­ 
ber too that grain carryover more 
than trebled in the years 1952 to 
1960, and that in the 
two years, 
1956-1958, more than $1^ billion 
was paid out in the 
acreage re­ 
serve in a futile bid to cut pro­ 
duction —< this before Mr. Free­ 
man ever took office. 
Now if these facts are really 
facts 
— and USDA figures from 
both admiuistrations 
can 
verify 
them — has Secretary Freeman 
been such a failure after all? 
It might be revealing to see who 
his enemies are. For one, there 
are the U. S. packers, angered be-

We were talking of Cuba and 
the threat it poses alone, and in 
subverting all Latin America and 
dangerously limiting our capac­ 
ity to deal with other trouble spot«;

Khruchchev klieg lights of Cuba 
and Berlin. Thus the need for 
prompt action to stabilise the 
Caribean before the operation be­ 
comes unacceptably costly. 
Without this excision of a spread­ 
ing cancer, the $20 billion of “Al­ 
liance for 
Progress” 
and

many 
more billion would avail 
little or nothing because of the 
emotional and political derange­ 
ment of areas like Brazil and Ar­ 
gentina and lesser states. Their 
masses couldn’t care less about 
some 
vague difference between 
Communism and democracy. They 
know only that a fellow David has 
beaned a plush-bottomed Goiiath 
whom they both envy' and dis- 
truct. 
Last April 20, I sat in a meeting 
of editors in Washington and heard 
President Kennedy duck hia cul­ 
pability in the Cuban fiasco which 
had just occurred, yet speak words 
of determination. He was turning 
over a new leaf. About the aborted 
attack, the President said that he 
had “emphasized before that this 
was a struggle of Cuban patriots 
against a Cuban dictator” and that 
“While we could not be expected 
to hide our sympathies we made 
it repeatedly clear that the Armed 
Forces of this country' would not 
intervene in any way.” 
Now let it be recorded that th 
civilian and Armed Froces of this 
country did intervene in just about 
every way calculated to “throw the 
fight” , including vacillation and 
broken promises, down to the three 
mile limit, off the Bay of Pigs — 
all on orders from the top or near 
top in Washington. 
Perhaps 
we 


shouldn't sorrow over the senseless 
attempt to put the show on the 
road through the Americans for 
Democratic Action 'ADA), instead 
of the Chiefs of the Armed Serv­ 
ices, trained and staffed for such 
undertakings. 
Possibly, at long last, an Admini­ 
stration has learned its lesson and 
we can accept as gospel the Presi­ 
dent’s 
statement to the editors 
that we must “let the record show 
that our restraint is not inexhaust­ 
ible.” After all, our “ restraint” 
has become chronic, confused with 
weakness, throughout the world. 
Then came the Kennedy promise 
that “ if the inter-American doc­ 
trine of non-interference merely 
conceals or excuses a policy of 
non-action; if the nations of this 
hemisphere merely conceals ot ex­ 
cuse* a policy of non-action; if the 
nations of this hemisphere should 
fail to meet 
their 
commitments 
against outside Communist penet­ 
ration. then I want it clearly under­ 
stood that this government will not 
hesitate in meeting its prim ary 
obligations which are the security 
of our Nation.” Doesn’t that in­ 
clude our obligation to dispose of 
Communist 
missile, 
submarine 
and other enemy Installations at 
our very shores? 
And here’s a Presidential post­ 
script that we must never forget: 
“Should that time ever come, we 
do not intend to be lectured on 
intervention by those whose char­ 
acter was stamped for all time on 
the bloody streets of Budapest. . 
Manifestly, that time has come — 
minus execution of the pledge. Yet 
we read the Khrushchev lecture, 
loud and clear. Then there was the 
vow that “The dedication of those 
who gave their lives shall not be 
forgotten and that Cuba must not 
be abandoned to the Communists. 
And we do not intend to abandon 
it either.” What have we done’ 
We have not only forsaken our 
long time good neighbor, but sub­ 


mitted meekly to the steadily- 
increasing physical threat erected, 
not only within the hemisphere, but 
a mere ninety miles from Florida 
— by the Cuban people’s evil mas­ 
ters from 
Moscow 
And 
their 
avowed plan is to “bury” us. 
President Kennedy added that 
“The evidence is clear and the 
hour is late.”

Older pigs 
recover, but may be stunted. TGE 
bum s itself out in less than a 
m onth and disappears from the 
farm in contrast to the other forms 
of scours that linger on the pre­ 
m ises and become m ore severe 
after affecting several litters.

Several farm ers have asked us 
for inform ation pertaining to seed­ 
ing legum es on sm all grains re­ 
cently. If you are planning to seed 
legumes in small grains, you m ay 
be interested in the recom m enda­ 
tions of the University of M issouri 
College of Agriculture along this 
line. 
As you know, lespedeza. red clov­ 
er 
and 
ladino 
clover 
can 
be 
broadcast on top of the ground 
during the winter with no further 
treatm ent required. If this method 
of seeding is to be successful, how­ 
ever, the seed m ust be planted 
early enough that they will be cov­ 
ered by freezing and thawing be­ 
fore prolonged tem perature rises 
cause the seed to germ inate. Our 
Field Crops Specialists at the Uni­ 
versity 
recom m end that this 
be 
done by F ebruary 1 in South Mis­ 
souri. 
If it is not possible for you to 
get legum es seeded in sm all grains 
sufficiently early to be covered 
by freezing and thawing, it is best 
to w ait until the ground can be 
worked. The seed can then be seed­ 
ed with a grain drill or they can 
be broadcast and covered with a 
harrow. It is very im portant that 
this be done just as sooon as the 
ground dries enough to perm it the 
necessary working. As you know, 
sm all grain grows 
fast once 
it 
starts, and if seeding is delayed 
until the sm all grain has started 
growth, it m ay grow fast enough 
to crowd or shade out the legumes. 
I m ight mention that either of 
the above methods of seeding can 
be used 
to 
m ake 
reseeding 
01 
cither lespedeza or ladino clover 
on existing grass sods. 
We are often asked if grass seed 
can be seeded by broadcasting on 
top of the ground. Due to the fact 
that grass» seeds such as fescue 
or orchard grass are lighter and 
larger, they will frequently not be 
worked into the soil by freezing 
and thawing. Consequently, seed of 
either grasses or grass * legume 
m ixture will need to be worked 
into the soil to give them a better 
chance of survival. 


Social Security For 
Hired Farm Labor 
If you are a farm er, did you pay 
wages to anyone other than wife, 
parent, or child under 21 years of 
age in 1961? If so, you as an em ­ 
ployee are required to provide the 
Social Security Adm inistration with 
the necessary earnings record of 
em ployees, 
rem it the social se­ 
curity taxes, and report the amount 
of wages paid to each person you 


employed. 
You will 
owe 
Social 
Security 
Taxes if you paid any person a 
total of $150 or m ore for wages dur- 
■ ing 1961 or if you hired a person j 
j for a total of 20 days during the 
: year regardless of the am ount paid. 
You should deduct three percent 
of the em ployee’s wages and you 
; as em ployer should m atch it so 
that a total of six percent of the 
! employees are paid in Social Se- 
j curity Taxes. This tax is due Jan ­ 
uary 31, 1962 and should be re- 
i ported on Form 943. Also, on or be- 
| fore January 31, furnish each em- 
1 ployee with Form SS-14 or sim ilar 
! statem ent of wages paid and So­ 
cial Security Taxes withheld. 
You as em ployer should have a 
farm identification num ber. This 
| is not your own personal Social 
Security num ber as gome people 
; seem to think! If you do not have 
a farm identification num ber, ask 
the post office for a farm em- 
! ployer’s num ber application blank. 
' Fill in this application blank and 
mail it as directed by your local 
! postm aster. 
A deposit m ust be 
m ade 
on 
short form 943 at the end of the 
month 
when 
your 
tax 
liability 
equals $100. Your tax liability is 
six percent of the total wages paid 
to hired help that m eets the Social 
Security requirem ents. For exam ­ 
ple, when you paid $2000 in wages 
your Social Security Tax Liability 
would be six percent of $2,000 or 
$120 which exceeds the $100 re­ 
quirem ent. Deposits m ay be m ade 
in a Federal Reserve Bank in your 
district or to an authorized com­ 
m ercial bank. The bank where you 
do business will tell you if they 
t are an authorized depository, and 
I if not, where you should deposit 
the withheld Social Security Taxes. 
Since January 1. 1962, the Social 
Security rates is 3*4 percent. For 
j w ages paid since Jan u ary 1, you 
m ust deduct 3 1-8 percent from 
i wages paid to those m aking $150 
or m ore for the year or working 
20 days or longer during the year. 
The em ployers share will also be 


13 1-8 percent of the wages paid 
m aking a total of 6Vi percent of 
the total wages that are subject to 
Social Security.

National Gas Co. is distributor 
for the AFCO flam e cultivator in 
Missouri. The flam e cultivator is 
being shown Feb, 1 at the Sikes­ 
ton Arm ory at l p.m. 
One flam er running 31»» to 4 miles 
per hour can easily cultivate 40 
acres in 10 hours at a cost of 
$30 for propane gas, Mr. W arren 
points out. 
“ Flam e cultivation is not new. 
It has been successfully used since 
its inception in 1947. But it was not 
until 1959, when the AFCO burner 
was introduced, th at flam e cultiva­ 
tion cam e into extensive use," he 
explains.

School's HistOrv Is Told 
Through Past Papers 


Did you Know that football was 
once dropped 
in 
Sikerton 
high 
school because of lack of interest? 
Well, it wa«—back in April of 
1938—as the Bulldog Barker wa< 
finishing its first year of publica­ 
tion. Over the past 25 years, foot­ 
ball has of course, been revived, 
and a great many radical changes 
have been made in this, your pa­ 
per. 
Bob Matthews, now one of Sik- 
es ton’s most prominent citizens, 
named the paper in September of 
*37 when he submitted the name 
“Bulldog Barker” to a naming con­ 
test. At that time, the Barker was 
a 
mimeographed 
sheet 
printed 
weekly by “the students nominated 
and selected by the high school 
English teachers.” Miss Uriel Haw 
was the faculty director. 
Thumbing through the old issues, 
here are some of the oddities that 
appeared on the sheet. As mention­ 
ed. football was dropped in April 
of 1938 because of lack of interest 
and funds. All the school’s equip­ 
ment was sold to the Jackson 
system, with the final thought that 
“all 
this 
foolishness 
has 
been 
brought to an end.” 
Speaking of sports, the football 
team went to Memphis that year, 
and was soundly beaten—33-0 The j 
Red Peppers had a boy cheerleader 
along with the usual girls. The 
“Big Eight” was a newly formed 
conference, but Sikeston was then. I 
as now, a confirmed rival with • 
Char to ton. 
Peg Donnell served as editor that 
vear. and in the final editorial of 
the Barker’s infancy, she said, “We 
hope that it will grow in quantity. J 
quality, and circulation.” 
The Barker did grow, and in 
1949-50 it was two mimeographed 
sheets published by “ the students j 
enrolled in journalism and office 
training classes of Sikeston high 
school.” 
Starting its 13th year, the Bark- j 
er staff in its Vol. 13. No. 1. edi- j 
torial wished, “ we hope that we 
can make it (the Barker) as en­ 
joyable as ever before." 
Of interest in that first issue 
also is an artitcle that the ’61 
class, with 206 members, will be j 
the largest group to ever grad- * 
uate from the school. 


Dick Bloomfield was elected stu­ 
dent body president, and the Na­ 
tional Thespian society, under the 
direction of Miss Martha Howard 
Jones, was given its charter. A new 
bass horn and a French horn was 
purchased for the 76-piece band, 
and the journalism class received 
its annual box of candy from Mrs. 
Norman Rothenheber 
BIG SWITCII 
Without a doubt, the biggest 
change was still in store for the 
now-improved Bulldog Barker. In 
1955. after mimeographing the pa­ 
per for 17 years, the Daily Sikes- 
ton Standard agreed to publish the 
paper on its regular commercial 
press 
Mrs. Tonv Statler, the present di­ 
rector. had taken over for Miss 
Haw some three years before. Dur­ 
ing that school term. 1955-56. many 
of the things w'e students now hold 
as sacred traditions were being 
tried out for the first time—the 
first sock hop. April 20; the first 
winter prom; the first split lunch 
period, and the first senior party. 
Jim Ponder was the student body 
president. 
For the first time in the Barker’s 
history, pictures were usett. and 
logically enough, the first picture to 
appear on the pages of the Bulldog 
Barker was of the football team. 
Our present principal, Harold F. 
Kiehne. came to the system in ’55, i 
succeeding Noah Gray. For the 
first time, over 400 Growlers were 
sold—a school record. 
Then too. senior personalities, ; 
complete with pictures, became a 
regular part of each wreck’s Bark­ 
er 
Featured in the “spotlight” \ 
each week was a different, class in 
the curriculum Harold Tetley was 
the only boy in a class of 16 to take 
shorthand, 
instructed 
by 
Dolan j 
Rogers. 
Back in 1956. the Barker was the 
size remembered by most students 
of today—four columns wide, and j 
just long enough to “fold and put 
in your pocket.”

CLOSED SHOP UNIONS AGAIN 
STALL MISSILE PROGRAM? 


Quick action by the Kennedy Missile Sites Labor Com­ 
mission on September 18 halted another “monopoly” strike 
at one of the nation’s most important military installations. 
The Iron Workers Union and other unions engaged in stra­ 
tegic work at the Lowry Air Force Base missile site walked 
off the job on September 17 because a fence-building con­ 
tract had been awarded to a non-union company. The un­ 
ions involved went back to work within 24 hours after the 
Commission had called an emergency hearing. However, 
determination of a solution to the basic problem was yet to 
be made by the Commission and the Government. 
The crippling strike, called as an effort to force compul­ 
sory unionism upon the contractors, the Government, and 
workers at the big ICBM base, was identical with the 28 
such strikes called by closed shop unions at Cane Canaveral 
which finally brought about the sensational McClelland Com­ 
mittee hearings. 
Julius Kuczma. executive secretary of the Missile Sites 
Labor Commission, said the strike apparently “crippled 
work at some Lowry missile sites.” He said the Air Force 
and Army Corps of Engineers consider themselves bound 
to accept lowest qualified bids on contracts, whether the low 
bidder is union or non-union. At the Canaveral and Vanden­ 
berg bases, such a policy was utterly destroyed bv the powd­ 
er of the monopoly closed shop unionists who controlled the 
jobs. 
The National Committee protested the Lowry strike to 
Mr. Kuczma’s organization and to Senator John L. McClel­ 
lan. Mr. Kuczma’s office said hearings were proceeding.

Freeman’s ‘Flop* 


There 
are 
the 
unmistakable 
sign*; of an incipient era for the 
head of Agriculture Secretary Or­ 
ville Freeman, and the chot>ping 
block across which political foes 
hope to stretch his neck is the al­ 
leged failure of his feed grain pro- 
’gram. 
If that program is a failure, per­ 
haps Mr. Freeman should be the 
first casualty of President Ken­ 
nedy’s cabinet. But the American 
way demands that he be given a 
fair trial before any political exe- 
cniton. On that. basis, it might be 
well to look at the accusations, the 
facts and the accusers. 
Mr. Freeman is charged with 
pouring $768 million down the drain 
in the failure of his feed grain 
program. The public should wwant 
to know; was the program a fail­ 
ure, and was that money dump­ 
ed down 
the drain? 
First, it must be conceded that 
the program was not all it was 
honed to be, not estteciallv because 
of a failure in methods, but be­ 
cause of an exceptionally good 
growing year. But by passing that 
thought for the moment, look at 
the results: 
Federal officials say that Am­ 
erica’s grain carryover will be re­ 
duced by some 
million tons 
this year. If so, that 
will be the 
first grain .surplus reduction in the 
past nine years.So Mr. Freeman’s 
program, even if costly, was effec­ 
tive. 
As for the cost, what the critics 
don’t mention is 
the savings ef­ 
fected by surplus reduction. Past 
federal grain storage costs 
have 
been revealed to run from 15 cents 
a bushel, each year, upwards — 
about $1 million a day. Then isn’t 
Mr. Freeman to receive any credit 
for substantial savings on a sharp 
reduction 
of 
carryover 
storage 
costs? Remember, too. that Uncle 
Sam is now moving stored grain 
into the market and selling it, thus 
recovering money tied up by stor­ 
age in previous years. Add the 
receipts from these sales and the 
savings resulting from decreased 
grain storage, then ask yourselves 
what Mr. Frt-eman’s program has 
really cost. Very little, we’re sure. 
Before being too critical, remem­ 
ber too that grain carryover more 
than trebled in the years 1952 to 
1960, and that in the two years, 
1956-1958, more than $1^ billion 
was paid out in the 
acreage re­ 
serve in a futile bid to cut pro­ 
duction —< this before Mr. Free­ 
man ever took office. 
Now if these facts are really 
facts 
— and USDA figures from 
both administrations

them — has Secretary Freeman 
been such a failure after all?

“ BABY PIG SCOURS” 
One of the m ajor causes of ill­ 
ness in baby pigs is scours. Re­ 
gardless of h ow good the san ita­ 
tion m ay be everyone th at raises 
m any pigs will have scours in their 
bobv pigs from tim e to tim e. The 
m ore pigs that are raised and the 
g re a te r the degree of confinem ent, 
the g reater will be the problem s, i 
H ow ever, m uch can be done to 
reduce the severity of the disease. 
Baby pig scours are caused by a 
variety of factors. Mild cases m ay 
be caused by the baby pigs getting 
too m uch m ilk. This type can be 
controlled by reducing the quant­ 
ity of the sow ’s ration or m edi­ 
cation of the sow ’s feed. A nother , 
type is caused by a bacterial in­ 
fection. A m ore severe form of 
scours appears to be caused by- a 
com bination of a virus and bacter- j 
la. An even m ore severe form of 
scours is caused by a virus disease 
called transm issible gastroenteri­ 
tis TGE’t. TG E is very contagious. 
All the pigs in the barn w’ill be­ 
com e ill within 24 hours. Pigs un­ 
d er 2 weeks of age die. O lder pigs 
recover, but m ay be stunted. T G E 
burns itself out in less than a 
m onth and

Several farmers have asked us 
for information pertaining to seed­ 
ing legumes on small grains re­ 
cently. If you are planning to seed 
legumes in small grains, you may 
be interested in the recommenda­ 
tions of the University of Missouri 
College of Agriculture along this 
line. 
As you know, lespedeza. red clov­ 
er 
and ladino clover can be 
broadcast on top of the ground 
during the winter with no further 
treatment required. If this method 
of seeding is to be successful, how­ 
ever, the seed must be planted 
early enough that they will be cov­ 
ered by freezing and thawing be­ 
fore prolonged temperature rises 
cause the seed to germinate. Our 
Field Crops Specialists at the Uni­ 
versity recommend that this be 
done by February I in South Mis­ 
souri. 
If it is not possible for you to 
get legumes seeded in small grams 
sufficiently early to be covered 
by freezing and thawing, it is best 
to wait until the ground can be 
worked. The seed can then be seed­ 
ed with a grain drill or they can 
be broadcast and covered with a 
harrow. It is very important that 
this be done just as sooon as the 
ground dries enough to permit the 
necessary working. As you know, 
small grain grows fast once it 
starts, and if seeding is delayed 
until the small grain has started 
growth, it may grow fast enough 
to crowd or shade out the legumes. 
I might mention that either of 
the above methods of seeding can 
be used 
to make reseeding OI 
either lespedeza or ladino clover 
on existing grass sods. 
We are often asked if grass seed 
can be seeded by broadcasting on 
top of the ground. Due to the fact 
that grass* seeds such as fescue 
or orchard grass are lighter and 
larger, they will frequently not be 
worked into the soil by freezing 
and thawing. Consequently, seed of 
either grasses or grass • legume 
mixture will need to be worked 
into the soil to give them a better 
chance of survival. 
Social Security For 
Hired Farm Labor 
lf you are a farmer, did you pay 
wages to anyone other than wife. 
parent, or child under 21 years of 
age in 1961? If so, you at; an em­ 
ployee are required to provide the 
Social Security Administration with 
the necessary earnings record of 
employees, remit the social se­ 
curity taxes, and report the amount 
of wages paid to each person you 


employed. 
You will owe Social Security 
Taxes if you paid any person a 
total of $150 or more for wages dur­ 
ing 1961 or if you hired a person 
for a total of 20 days during the 
year regardless of the amount paid. 
You should deduct three percent 
of the employee’s wages and you 
as employer should match it so 
that a total of six percent of the 
employees are paid in Social Se­ 
curity Taxes. This tax is due Jan­ 
uary 31, 1962 and should be re­ 
ported on Form 943. Also, on or be­ 
fore January 31, furnish each em­ 
ployee with Form SS-14 or similar 
statement of wages paid and So­ 
cial Security Taxes withheld. 
You as employer should have a 
farm identification number. This 
is not your own personal Social 
Security number as some people 
seem to think! If you do not have 
a farm identification number, ask 
the post office for a farm em­ 
ployer’s number application blank. 
Fill in this application blank and 
mail It as directed by your local 
postmaster. 
A deposit must be 
made on 
short form 943 at the end of the 
month when your tax liability 
equals $100. Your tax liability is 
six percent of the total wages paid 
to hired help that meets the Social 
Security requirements. For exam­ 
ple, when you paid $2000 In wages 
your Social Security Tax Liability 
would be six percent of $2,000 or 
$120 which exceeds the $100 re­ 
quirement. Deposits may be made 
in a Federal Reserve Bank in your 
district or to an authorized com­ 
mercial bank. The bank where you 
do business will tell you lf they 
are an authorized depository, and 
if not, where you should deposit 
the withheld Social Security Taxes. 
Since January I. 1962, the Social 
Security rates is 3*4 percent. For 
wages paid since January I, you 
must deduct 3 1-8 percent from 
wages paid to those making $150 
or more for the year or working 
20 days or longer during the year. 
The employers share will also be 
3 1-8 percent of the wages paid 
making a total of 6V« percent of 
the total wages that are subject to 
Social Security.

Supplies of Seed Oats 
Are Small This Year 


Good quality seed oats are in 
small supply this year in Mis­ 
souri, report field crops specialists 
at the University of Missouri. 
There are two main reasons for 
the short supply. First, the oats 
crop in the state last year was not 
too good. Second, buyers from 
states north of Missouri have been 
picking up large quantities of seed 
oats to make up for shortages in 
their areas caused by drouth. 
A small amount of Nodaway, a 
very promising new variety, is still 
available within the state. In 1961 
tests, it was the top variety bi 
yields, test weight, and straw stiff­ 
ness. It’s five-year average yield 
is 70 bushels per acre. It has a 
short, plump, heavy, white grain. 
Nodaway is early, resistant to 
stem rust and smut, and moderate­ 
ly resistant to crown rust. It is 
susceptible to yellow dwarf. 
Nodaway was released to certifi­ 
ed growers in the spring of 1961. 
The field crops specialist say it 
may be two years before Nodaway 
seed is plentiful in Missouri.

FLAME CULTIVATOR TO 
BE ON DISPLAY FEB. I 
AT SIKESTON ARMORY 
A flame cultivator, plus one man 
is equal to 40 Or more hoes in a 
lX)-hour day in a cotton field 
according to Hugh Warren, flame 
cultivation specialist, of Memphis, 
who will speak at the Flame Culti­ 
vation Show Feb. I at I p.m. Sikes­ 
ton Armory. 
National Gas Co. is distributor 
for the AFCO flame cultivator In 
Missouri. The flame cultivator is 
being shown Feb. I at the Sikes­ 
ton Armory at I p.m. 
One flamer running 3M to 4 milos 
per hour can easily cultivate 40 
acres in IO hours at a cost of 
$3o for propane gas, Mr. Warren 
points out. 
“Flame cultivation is not new. 
It has been successfully used since 
its inception in 1947. But it was not 
until 1959, when the AFCO burner 
was introduced, that flame cultiva­ 
tion came into extensive use,” he 
explains. 
In I960, flame cultivators flam­ 
ed twice the cot top acreage flam­ 
ed in 1959. With such good results, 
use was doubled again in 1961. In 
Arkansas alone, more than 500,000 
acres were flame cultivated last 
year. 
“Arkansas and Mississippi have 
led the South and Southwest in 
developing, 
manufacturing 
and 
utilizing flame cultivators 
that 
burn propane gas. 
“One flamer, which attaches to 
the rear of most farm tractors, 
can easily take care of a 250-acre 
farm. Proper use of a flamer will 
rid an infested cotton farm of John- 
son grass, vines, burrs and other 
undesirable plants. 
“Cotton is flamed when It reach­ 
es a height of about seven inches. 
At this height it has formed its 
permanent bark and the stem is 
about 3-16 inch in diameter. Hus 
permanent bark protects the cotton 
plant from the closely controlled, 
intense burner that kills undesir­ 
able plants. When the cotton is 
flamed and the lower leaves aie 
seared, it has the effect of prun­ 
ing the cotton and putting the fruit 
back on top. 
“Ninety per cent of the trouble 
with mechanical cotton pickers ori­ 
ginates from trash in the bottom 
four inches of the stalk and on 
the ground. This trash is burned 
by the flame cultivator, thereby 
eliminating trash in the cbtton 
and raising the grade of cotton pro- 
uced. Insect control in the cotton 
is an added feature of flaming.” 
Flame cultivator manufacturers 
are quick to point out that flam­ 
ing isn’t a cure - all. Instead, it Is 
the “missing link” In mechanical 
farming.

Old Man River has vanquished

no money until the second year, 
and then very little. Our expenses 
in the m eantim e had been very 
heavy. We couldn’t wait for further 
tax receipts without slowing up the

scrips varied from $1.50 to $3000 !

“We didn’t have any money, but 
we levied a tax amounting to about 
4 cents an acre,” Dr. Williams 
recalled recently at his office-home 
on Clemens Avenue, “we collected 
no money until the second year, 
and then very little. Our expenses 
in toe meantime had been very 
heavy. We couldn’t wait for further 
tax receipts without slowing up the 
work, and so we issued levee 
scrip, payable if and when ive got 
the money.
